ST. PETERSBURG, January IS.—Early 


today the employes of the Neva Ship- 


building Works decided to support the 


strikers of tho Putlloft and Franco-Rus- 
sian \V"prks. 


Subsequently 12.000 of the men of the 


J>,"eva works 
Informed their 
managers 


that they had gone out on a general 


strike. 


The situation is regarded as threaten- 


ing. 
The strike at the Neva works in- 


volves the suspension of the construc- 
tion of submarine boats of the Protector 


type, Tvhich was being carried out under 


the supervision of an American engineer,] 


and also the work on two ocean-going 


vessels similar to those of the volunteer 


fleet and several gunboats and torpedo- 


boats, besides the preparation of war ma- 


terial urgently required for naval and 


military purposes. 


The completion of the. gunboats and 


torpedo-boats had 
been ordered 
within 


two months. 


Large forces of 
military 
and 
police 


have been sent out to the works. 


It is feared that the men employed at 


the ObnkhofE Steel Works will join In 


the movement, thus adding 20,000 to the 


ranks of the strikers.

The-strike situation this afternoon Is 


assuming a serious aspect. One of thu 


cotton mills has joined in the movement 


and If the rest follow they will add nearly 


a hundred thousand men to the ranks of 


the strikers. 
The best feature of the situation is that 


the Iron and steel works, which were 


Working overtime owing to the govern- 


Biertt orders, are disposed I to meet -he 


men's demands.

strictly in the nature of trade dispute, 


although the social Democrats are try- 


ing hard to give it a political character.

er. 
That the Republicans "admit the 


acceptance of financial aid from cor- 
porations which exist in contravention 
of law for the purpose of establishing 
industrial monoply by destroying com- 
petition, and which ordinarily expect 
favors, directly or indirectly from the 
Government." 


He declared that "under the circum- 


stances this act of the National Re- 
publican Chairman and Former Sec- 
retary of the Department of Commerce

At the instance of Mr. Cullom the 
Senate adopted a resolution set- 
ting February 17 at 3 p. m. as the 
time for receiving the statue oi 
Frances E. Willard, the temper- 
ance advocate, presented by the 
State of Illinois, to Statuary Hall 
in the Capitol.

Mr. Mitchell read his statement 


from manuscript. He had the un- 
divided attention of Senators and 
visitors throughout his recital. The 
Senators almost to a man, faced 
about when Mr. Mitchell began to 
speak and few of them changed po- 
sitions until he closed. The scene 
was impressive. 


Mr. Mitchell's statement con- 


sumed about three-quarters of an 
hour. Towards the close his voice 
was broken with sobs and he was 
compelled to frequently dry his 
eyes with his handkerchief. 


Many other Senators were visi- 


bly affected. 
When the Senator 


concluded there was a renewal of 
hand-shaking and assurances of 
confidence on the part of Senators, 
while it was necessary for the pre- 
siding officer to use the gavel to 
suppress applause in the galleries.

He Will ft Taken Back 


to Merced For 


Trial, 


NO ELECTION 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 17. 


—Richard Maughs, who since last 
Sunday morning has been hunted 
by armed posses in the mountain 
ranges on the boundary line be- 
tween Merced and • San Bonita 
counties, is in the City Prison. He 
has confessed the foul murder of 
Charles Zander, who was shot to 
death on the Kuch ranch in Mer- 
ced County last Saturday night, 
and Under Sheriff Moore of that 
county, in whose custody he now 
is, decided to take him back via 
this city in order that they might 
avoid coming onto the ranchers 
who are hunting Maughs, and who 
might do him harm should he be 
unfortunate enough 
to fall into 


their hands. 


It was just before noon to-day 


that Under Sheriff Moore arrived 
in this city with his prisoner, and 
he at once placed him in the keep- 
ing of Prison-keeper Sergeant To- 
bin. 
The officer said that although 


the murder was committed Satur- 
day night, this is the first time that 
any news of the tragedy has reach- 
ed civilization. It is a long way 
to the 
county seat, of Merced 


County from 
the 
Kuchs ranch, 


where the crime was committed, 
and when Under Sheriff 
Moore 


started for the scene he only knew 
that there had been a shooting 
some place in the mountains; that 
one man had been injured, and that 
the man who did the shooting was 
in hiding in the mountains. 


It was not until after he had 


eached the Kuchs' ranch that Un- 
der Sheriff 
Moore learned just 


vhat the circumstances of the tra- 
gedy were. Then he immediately 
took the trail to search for the 
murderer. He ctid not find him in 
:he mountains because Maughs 
iad meanwhile made up his mind 
to surrender. He journeyed across 
:he range to the ranch of Hugh 
French, in San Benito County. 
Here he told his story and gave up 
lis weapon and ammunition, and 
it was here that Under 
Sheriff 


Moore found him. This( morning, 
for the first time since his depar- 
ture from Merced, Mr. Moore 
communicated with his superior 
and told him that he was on his 
way home with the murderer.

A Word For Good Streets. 


In a short time the conventions of the several parties will meet to 


nominate candidates to be voted for at the municipal election which 
takes place on the I3th of next March. We trust that none but live, 
honest men sincerely devoted to the interests of the city will be nomi- 
nated. Aside from this there is another matter which it is to be hoped 
the delegates will bear in mind and express themselves in no uncertain 
terms. 


Every nominee for the Council should be pledged to do something 


for the streets. Oakland's thoroughfares have gone long enough with- 
out attention. The Street Department has been pinched for the last 
eight years, and in consequence the public highways have gone from* 
bad to worse. There seems to be no money for either improvements 
or repairs. It is time something were done in behalf of the growing 
business traffic on the streets. 


Surely this is a proposition on which all can agree. Nobody can 


deny that the thoroughfares of this city are in a shockingly bad state. 
Let the fact be recognized without indulging in recrimination, but let 
something be done to remedy the condition which is steadily growing 
worse. 


It is idle to say the municipal revenues are insufficient to permit 


of expenditures of any consequence on the streets. Where there is a 
will there is a way. Out of nearly a million collected annually some- 
thing worth talking about can be spared to keep the thoroughfares in 
a decent state of repair. Let the idea be dismissed that the streets 
should be the last thing to be considered. The streets are the business 
arteries of the town. They must bear the burden of traffic, and keep- 
ing them in condition for the uses to which they are dedicated is a para- 
mount consideration. 


In the past the Street Department has been systematically starved 


that the money might be spent in other directions. It is time a 
halt were called on the policy of maintaining a Street Department 
given over to .idleness and impotency. It will be called if the severaj 
conventions shortly to meet will do their duty. Good streets is a good 
platform for any party or candidate and it is to be hoped that the people 
will be given an opportunity to vote for candidates nominated on it. 


The members of the Drainage Association have decided that the 


Federal Government should put up $12,000,000, about half the esti- 
mated cost of carrying out the improvement scheme prepared by the 
River Commission. We have no objection to the Government putting 
up the money, but we are free to say we have no idea the Government 
will do any such thing. If the Government should defray half the cost 
and the State aid with another large sum the landowners who would be 
directly benefited to the extent of many millions would have to bear 
but a small proportion of the expense. It is hardly likely that so 
one-sided a proposition will go through. It has been estimated—and 
very moderately we think—that the improvement will increase the 
value of the lowlands along the rivers and around Suisun bay by $100,- 
000,000. Where such an enormous direct financial benefit falls on 
private property owners they should be required to bear at least half 
the cost; the other half could very properly be divided between the 
State and Federal Governments. It is improbable that Congress will 
grant such a sum as $12,000,000 to aid the project, therefore a request 
for a more modest sum would probably receive more favorable con- 
sideration. 


The witness who told the Senate Committee there was no more 


polygamy in Utah than in New York trifled with the truth and com- 
mon sense. There is sexual immorality in New York, but polygamy 
as it is understood and practiced in Utah does not exist there. Society 
in New York does not approve of polygamy and honor those who prac- 
tice it by elevating them to offices of trust and distinction as is done in 
Utah. There is no religious organization in New York holding to 
the tenet that polygamy is a divine ordinance. There is no religious 
sect in New York that assumes to control the political machinery of 
the State and to nullify the law forbidding bigamy and polygamy. 
There are bigamists and immoral men and women in New York, but 
they are under the ban of society, of the churches and the laws of the 
State. The precise reverse is the case in Utah—and that is the root 
of the matter. 


A bill has been presented in the New York Legislature having for 


its object the suppression of cartoons. It may readily be. inferred that 
this attempt to disarm the pencil of satire is prompted by the same 
motives that inspired Governor Pennypacker of Pennsylvania to send 
in his famour press gag message. 
Pennypacker desires to silence 


written criticism, the New York bill aims to prohibit pictorial criticism. 
In both cases it will be observed that the most vulnerable and least 
respectable men in politics are advocates of the press muzzling scheme. 
No other commentary is necessary. 


The New Silver War. 


Thet resolve of the Canadian Bankers' Association to drive Amer- 


ican silver coin out of the Dominion has been treated in many quart- 
ers as a display of prejudice on the part of our Northern neighbors. 
On the contrary, it has been provoked by an entirely justifiable griev- 
ance. Although American silver and American bank notes circulate 
freely at par throughout the Dominion, Canadian silver and Canadian 
bank notes are heavily discounted in the United States. Near the 
border there is not so much discrimination against Canadian money, 
but at any distance from the border the discount is unreasonably 
heavy. 


For instance, the Canadian who offers in payment for a ticket 


from Boston to Montreal notes of Canadian banks which are known to 
be perfectly good has to submit to a shave of 10 per cent. That prac- 
tice and the general boycotting of Dominion silver ha,ve created much 
irritation and caused angry Canadians who have traveled in this coun- 
try to propose various retaliatory schemes. 


A visitor from San Francisco can pass an American half dollar 


or bank note in British Columbia at its face without demur. Let a 
Canadian try to pass the silver of the Dominion in San Francisco and 
he will find it treated as unminted bullion. It will not be taken at all 
on the street cars or at the hotels, theatres and drinking bars,. This is 
neither just nor sensible for Canadian silver can be exchanged for 
gold by sending it to the Dominion It is worth its face just as well as 
American silver. No sensible person can believe the Dominion Gov- 
ernment would repudiate its silver coin. Why, then, should there be 
such a discrimination against it in the United States? 


One reason, perhaps is the enormous balance of trade in favor of 


the United States. Each year Canada buys many millions worth of 
merchandise from this country more than she sells to us. The dif- 
ference must be paid in money. If we took Canadian silver and 
paper at their face the United States would in a few years become 
flooded with Canadian money , whose value depended on the ability 
and willingness of the Dominion to promptly redeem it in gold. With 
the balance of trade in our favor there is no danger of the United 
States flooding Canada with silver and bank notes. But after making 
due allowance for all this, it must be said that the discount charged 
on Canadian money is altogether out of reason. The discount now 
charged is rank discrimination. 


The bill appropriating $250,000 to erect a new building for the 


Agricultural College at Berkeley is being endangered by sectional 
schemes of a rather paltry character. One of these schemes has for its 


object the expenditure of $50,000 to establish an experimental station 
in the extreme Southern end of the State. Another is the bill of 
Senator Diggs appropriating $250,000 for a college farm and experi- 
mental station in the Sacramento valley. There are others who desire 
to get an appropriation to establish a dairy school in the interior. The 
policy of these schemes is very bad. It will not;do to have the Agri- 
cultural College in one place, the college farm' in another and the 
dairy school in still another, with experimental stations scattered about. 
The expense of maintenance will be too great, while dividing and sep- 
arating the appurtenances for scientific training in agriculture, horti- 
culture, and viticulture will render abortive the scheme of education on 
which the State University was founded. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon, under indictment for complicity in 


land frauds, marred the circumstantial denial of his guilt he made in 
the Senate by a personal attack on Francis J. Heney, special counsel 
for the Government in the prosecution of the land frauds. The defense 
was made in the wrong place for the Senate is not a trial court and the 
Government's counsel is debarred from answering charges made 
a,gainst him in that body. Senator Mitchell abused the right to speak 
to a question of personal privilege when, he used it to make a speech in 
his defense against a criminal charge pending against him in a court 
of law. Manifestly the speech was made to manufacture sentiment in 
his own favor in advance of trial. Being an ex parte statement which 
nobody had a right to deny, it was an interested special plea little 
worthy of attention. It was in derogation of the dignity of the Senate 
and in the nature of contempt of court. In charging Mr. Heney with 
unprofessional conduct, he committed a flagrant offense against fair 
play. He has not helped his own case nor hurt Mr. Heney by his tirade. 


Dispatches from Washington foreshadow the defeat of the propo- 


sition to impose a tax on grape brandy used to fortify sweet wines. It 
is extraordinary that the proposition should have had any serious sup- 
port, for it was manifestly aimed at the sweet wine industry of Cali- 
fornia. It was devised in the interest of the importers of foreign sweet 
wines, being one of those legislative jobs so often attempted to pro- 
mote private gain at the public expense. 


Chicago is alarmed over the diversion of the grain trade to the 


Gulf ports, and charges it to the discrimination of the railroads. It is 
mentioned that the Illinois Central Railroad is carrying grain grown 
within 10 miles of Chicago to New Orleans. 
Good reason. It is a 


shorter haul to New Orleans than from Chicago to the North Atlan- 
tic ports. It is the most natural thing in the world for freight to seek 
the shortest and cheapest route to tide-water.

FOUNDER OF THE DRINK IN THE 


TALL GLASS VISITS 


AMERICA. 


NEW YORK,' Jan. 18. — Sir 
Thomas 


Dewar, the Scotch distiller who discov- 
ered the "highball" and was knighted 
by his grateful soveregn, is in New York, 
having arrived here on the Hamburg- 
American steamship Graf Waldersee. His 
visit to America is for the purpose of 
witnessing the Ormond-Daytona auto- 
mobile races in Florida this month. He 
will be one of the referees and has 
offered a cup for the winner of the mile 
international race. Sir Thomas has lived 
in London for twenty years, and repre- 
sents a metropolitan district in Parlia- 
ment, although he comes from an-ancient 
family of whisky makers of Perth, Scot- 
land, and in character and appearance 
he is distinctly Scotch. 
He discovered the "highball" fourteen 
years -ago, long before ne received his 
title. Being then plain Mr. Dewar he 
could go to places where such discoveries 
are made. 
"It .came about in this way," he said 
to-day. "I was walking along Broadway 
with several friends when one of them 
asked me to go into a saloon and have a 
'ball.' 
As I was in that humor my- 
self I consented; 
When we . made . our 
wants known to'tiie bartender, he placed 
before us small whisky glasses. - 
" 'Beastly small glasses,' remarked my 
friend. 
"I suggested to the bartender that he 
give us high glasses • so that my compan- 
ion could have a 'highball,' and thus be 
satisfied. ,-He found that the jight kind of 
glasses and we had what I have been 
told was_the first Scotch 'highball.' At 
the time of the discovery of the 'high- 
bail' I was president of the 
English 
baseball club and was in America to ar- 
range for the opening of a. baseball park 
in London. -With tne co-operation of 
R. G. Knpwles I afterwards established 
the enterprise, but it was not a success. 
Englishmen preferred football. They have 
not since changed. 
' 
"The! London baseball park remained 
in existence for about ten. years. It was 
popular among the American In England, 
but it was decided to have the games at 
the Crystal Palace -and the park was 
closed."

The officials of the 
club say the contract is signed bv Knapp's 
father and that there is no doubt of the 
signature. 
Also, it is signed by Willie 
Knapp. 


Now in spite of all this and -the fur- 
ther fact that a witness has been pro- 
duced who saw the signing of the con- 
tract, both Knapps, father ..-and • son, 
steadfastly declare that they did not sign 
the document. Mrs. Knapp was at the 
track yesterday and she was very positive 
that her husband did not put his name to 
the paper .as claimed. 


. "We would be foolish to sign away the 
boy for $20 a month when we could get :U1 
the way from $200 to $500 a month for 
his services," says Mrs. Knapp with some 
reason. 
Now 'the fact is that Willie Knapp was 
a recognized Jockey when the alleged con- 
tract was signed and it seems to be very 
strange. that he would bind himself to 
ride for $20 a month when there are any 
number of owners willing to give him ten 
times that sum.

IS.—The gluten 


In wheat investigations were begun to- 
day by Professor G. W. Shaw of the 
Agricultural Department oC the State 
University 
who 
returned yesterday 


from Portland. Oregon, to begin 
the 


task of analyzing wheat grown 
in 


California, to the end that the amount 
of gluten it contains may bp shown, 
and thereby the product oE the State 
bp put in a class which It has not 
reached. 


The machinery for these important 


analyses has arrived from the, East 
with the exception of a few pieces of 
apparatus that are to come from San 
Francisco, and Professor Shaw today 
attended to the task of putting this 
machinery in place, ,with the assist- 
ance of skilled mechanics. The ma- 
chinery includes a mill testing plant, 
instruments for separating the gluten 
from starch and other wheat proper- 
ties, and apparatus for determining the 
amount of gliadin and glutenin in the 
gluten.

This wheat, with much 
more that is to come, and some of

a work affecting over 300,000 square 
miles of the Czar's domains and the

peasants. 
The commission stamps pr. 


Hilgard as one of the greatest of the 
world's soil chemists and, in the eyes 
of eastern Europe, the greatest. 


It seems that the large ttsfct of land 


in Russia knoun as the 'Black Earth 
District," the greatest wheat producing 
region in the eastern hemisphere, is 
wearing out. 
Some portions of this 


fertile region 
washed 
by the Don, 


Dneiper and Dneistor have been culti- 
vated since the dawn of history, and 
as a result the land is being worn out. 
The decay has been gradual, but the 
smallness of the crops increasing year 
by year, and the utter barrenness m 
the less favored sections, are sufficient 


evidence that something must be done 
or suffering and probably a general 
migration will follow. To prevent such 
a calamity the Russian government has 
turned to California and to Dr. Eugene 
Hilgard. 


Samples of the affected soils were 


received at the agricultural depart- 
ment yesterday, together with a litter 
from the head of the University at 
Moscow requesting an early analysis 
and stating the situation in the "Black 
Earth Region." 
The analysis is to be 


made by Dr. Loughrklge, a soil expert 
of the University, under the direction 
of Dr. Hilgard. 


Dr. Hilgard's 
reputation 
has been 


international for some years. 
In 1903 


Germany, through rthe University of 
Heidelberg, gave recognition of h<s 
merits by awarding him a second de- 
gree of Ph.D., an honor 'bestowed on 
few scientists. He Is a member of all 
the more important scientific and re- 
search societies of Europe and Amer- 
ica and a recognized authority on 
chemistry, geology and horticulture.

ENDORSE POLICY 


OF ROOSEVELT 


L.ANSIXG, Michigan, Jan. 18.—The 


State House of Representatives by a. 
.vote of 55 to 28 has adopted a concur- 
rent resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Van Keuren, endorsing the 
policy of President Roosevelt with re- 
gard to securing: greater powers for 
the Interstate Commerce 'Commission.

REPEAL OF POIMAX. 


Also Endorses Legislators Who Are 


Fighting "Head=Tax" For Road 


Building Purposes. 


[Special to THE TRIBUNE.] 


SACRAMENTO, • January IS.—As- 


sessor Henry 
Dalton 
o*

county, who is here attending the con- 
vention of County Assessors of the 
State, 
in 
conversation with 
THE 


TRIBUNE 
correpsondent, 
tonight, 


said: 


"You may ciuote me as saying, that 


I am opposed to the State poll tax, 
and that I would not try to prevent 
the repeal of the law on the subject at 
any other time. 


"I don't think, however, that any- 


thing will be done in that direction 
at this session of the Legislature, be- 
cause of the desire, for the present, to 
not interfere with the revenues re- 
quired for the regular worl . 


"I am opposed to the poll-tax be- 


cause it is most difficult to collect, it 
is collected unevenly; It gives a great 
fleal of annoyance; Is, In nearly every 
instance paid under compulsion and Is 
one of the most unpopular enactments 
on the statute books." 


This statement was 
made in re- 


sponse to the correspondent's inquiry 
In a conversation touchhing the merit 
of Assemblyman Pyle's bill for the re- 
peal of the law authorizing a road poll 
tax. 


Assessor Dalton said that he favor- 


ed that repeal also, but that law would 
not affect Alameda county. The levy- 
Ing of a road poll tax, he said was op- 
tional "with the Supervisors of each 
county, and no road poll tox had been 
ordered by the Alameda county Super- 
yisors for several years. 


The County Assessors here 
favor 


the repeal of the road poll-tax and 
the bill will go through without oppo- 
sition. 


These gentlemen also say that, at 


the next session of the Legislature, 
the State poll tax will meet with simi- 
lar fate. 


ALAMEDANS FIGHT JUNKET. 
Alameda county Senators stood to- 


gether against another attempt to in- 
augurate a junket tour, the second 
made this session, the mover being 
Senator 
Bauer 
of 
San Francisco, 


•nho named a number 
of Northern 


Senators to visit State Inst.tutions in 
£he South and a number of southern 
Senators to visit similar institutions 
in the North. None of the Alameda 
county Senators were Included in the 
proposed junket. This time, the first 
resolution was 
declared 
carried by 


President Alden Anderson and as a 
consequence, not a few of the Sena- 
tors named as visitors smiled in antic- 
ipation of a pleasant and remunera- 
tive trip through the State at the ex- 
pense of the people. The smile, how- 
ever, disappeared when Senator Simp- 
son Invoked a rule of the Seriate, on 
a point of order, to the effect that a 
two-thirds vote is required to permit 
a committee to 
take 
its departure. 


This would require at least 26 votes 
and the resolution had received only 
22 votes. 


Despite the fact that he had al- 


ready declared the resolution adopted, 
President Anderson ruled the point 
of order well taken, whereupon Sena- 
tor 
Simpson 
was congratulated by 


members opposed to the junket. 


LUKENS ON PRIZE-RING. 


When Senator Bauer of San Fran- 


cisco asked for the adoption of a res- 
olution which would bring all kinds of 
people from San Francisco to testing 
as to the good and bad features of 
prize fighting in the metropolis and 
various other parts of the State, which 
is assailed by the Ralston bill, Sena- 
tor Lukens of Oakland, in opposition 
-to the move, said: 


"The subject matter of the proposed 


legislation 
is 
well-enough know n to 


the people of the State and to this au- 
gust body, and it is not necessary to 
go to the expense of subpoenaing peo- 
ple from San Francisco to come here 
and enlighten us. I would not wish to 
risk criticism if the intelligence of 
this body to intimate that Senators 
do not know enough about the pro- 
ceedings of the prize-ring to act with- 
out further information on the sub- 
ject. 
It would be only a precedent 


for other petnicious legislation be- 
cause this resolution is a bad one."' 


Senator Leavitt. in 
merry 
mood, 


moved that the matter be referred to 
the Committee on Public Morals, of 
which Senator Bauer is the chairman. 
The motion caused laughter, 
which 


impelled the framer of the resolution 
to withdraw the same. 


'POULTRY IN OAKLAND. , 


The report of the Poultry Experi- 


ment Station Committee which is soon 
to be made, and of which advance 
notes have been received will be read, 
with special Interest in Alameda coun- 
ty where It is known, that, in the last 
two years, a great deal of money has 
been invested in the 
poultry 
busi- 


ness. The report shows among other 


things that the outbreak of the fowl 
cholera near Fallon, offered the ex- 
periment station an opportunity to 
work out, under practical conditions, 
the means necessary for cambatting 
this, the disease most dreaded by poul- 
trymen. 
Other outbreaks in Oakland, 


Alameda and Petaluma, it 
asserts, 


were successfully stopped by the mea- 
sures described in the bulletin express- 
ly prepared by the Station on the sub- 
jec.t. It is stated that only 54000 will 
be asked for the station in the appro- 
priations. 
The amount allowed last 


year was 55000. 


DENTISTS OPPOSE TEMPORARY 


LICENSES. 


The State Dental Association of the 


State Is represented by a bill which 
has been introduced by Assemblyman 
Pyle. 
The measure amends the law 


passed at the last Legislature in that 
It aims to prevent the issuance of 
what is styled temporary licenses to 
practitioners of dental surgery. 


CLOSE OF PATRONAGE. 


The final act In the matter of pat- 


ronage in the Assembly brought Mr. 
r^spey of Oakland to his feet \iith a 
statement which 
succeeded in con- 


vincing the members of the fairness 
of the proposition T; ith the result that 
the resolution was adopted by a vote 
of 5 to 4. 


Mr. Waste of Berkeley was absent 


when the vote was taken. 
All the 


other membeis of the Alameda county 
delegation voted m the affirmative. 


"f introduced this resolution," said 


Mr. Espey, "to bring up the tag end 
of this matter. I have tnice recorded 
my vote against 
resolutions 
which 


went over the limit. But I have had 
a conference with other members and 
I consented to introduce this resolu- 
tion, \\llh the understanding that it 
would bring up the tag end. There 
are several men here who have been 
waiting some time and wno have been 
promised positions. It is with the un- 
derstanding that this is the close of 
the question that I have taken this 
stand." 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE CRITIC. 


Assemblyman Espey has been rep- 


resented as opposed to female suffrage I 
when, in fact, as he says, he is only 
open to conviction. This Is the way 
an Oakland woman takes him to task 
for his alleged ungallantry: 


"I was surprised in reading in a 


newspaper the fact that you are un- 
compromisingly opposed to political 
equality for MOman. 
How about the 


inherent right of Chinamen bom here 
who vote when women who have help- 
ed to make this State just as much 
as the men have and have even borne 
a heavier burden? . . . . How do 
you justify property taxation where 
women own property? How many men 
neglect to vote and find fault with the 
conditions they have neglected to im- 
prove? I am a pioneer woman and be- 
lieve in justice. 
We ought to vote. 


We are surely as wise as our sons and 
one years of age." 


INCREASED SALARIES FOR OAK- 


LAND JUSTICES. 


Assemblyman Burke's bill, No. 25, 


for the purpose of increasing the sal- 
ary of Justices Mortimer Smith and 
George Samuels of Oaklar-.d to $200 a 
month, was consolidated with Bill yio.

WALSH HAS BILL 


ON CROSSINGS

SACRAMENTO, January IS.—For 


the purpose of saving delays and the 
always-present danger of accidents by 
collisions of railroad trains at cross- 
ings, Assembly Walsh of Oakland has 
introduced 
a. practical,' up-to-date 


measure, -which requires all crossin 
to be made either above or below the 
grade of the existing railroad. 
A 


crossing at grade Is to be made only 
when the other methods are^ not feas- 
ible, 


{ftsiamendmenl-is offered to section 


1240 of the Civil Code and runs as fol- 
lows: 


"All railroad crossings, when physi- 


cally practicable, shall 'be made either 
under or over the existing railroad 
•which it is desired to cross; and, if 
such crossing, in any case shall be 
physically impracticable, then the pro- 
posed level or grade crossing shall be 
protected by the installation and majn- 
tenance of an automatic switch and 
signal service with derailing switches, 
to be installed and thereafter main- 
tained at the expense of the owner de- 
siring to make such crossing." 


Grade crossings are now a thing of 


the past on Eastern railroads and, in 
sorqe instances in the vicinity of San- 
Francisco. 
There are several Illus- 


trations of the principle in the neigh- 
borhood of Point Richmond where the 
Santa Fe passes over the Southern Pa- 
cific and at Emeryville where the San 
Francisco, Oakland and San Jose road 
gbes under the Southern Pacific. There 
is no delay at these intersections and 
there Is no possibility of accident.
